DELTA.. phi., X.sub.p.a), 
where the value .DELTA.. phi. corresponds to a phase shift of the c-axis, which 
results in a torsion of the generated lens contour, wherein plural values of 
Z.sub. bi.a.sup.. phi. are determined.
